1. I feel that the attached comments by of the Intelligence STAT 

Review Faculty accurately reflect the Director’s views as expressed to the 

class. 

2. Of the points covered, it is my impression that the Director gave 
his major emphasis to points 7 and 8 in the attached paper. The Director's 
main point was that our primary mission is the collection and dissemination 
of intelligence. While he praised the Agency for their handling of covert 
action, he stressed that Agency programs of covert action took needed 
resources away from the primary mission. The Director indicated that 

he has been resisting pressures to increase the Agency’s CA role in 
Viet Nam. In this connection, he indicated that he would like to know 
more about the extent of communist penetrations within the South Viet- 
namese military. 

3. It was my impression that the main thought the Director wanted 
to leave with us was that our primary mission was the collection and 
dissemination of intelligence and that we should concentrate our improve- 
ment efforts there.
